A dem ocratic 
landslide, 
the 
heav iest m ajority ev er accorded 
a m ay or in Rushv ille, swept Sam ­ 
uel L. T rabue into office, receiv ­ 
ing a m ajority of 672 v otes ov er 
his republican opponent, C lata 
L. Bebout. 
Together w ith the newly elect­ 
ed D em ocratic m ay or, goes into 
office Janu ary first, a dem ocratic 
city council, the first in sev eral 
y ears. L uther J. Coiestock, coun- 
clm an from the first ward, is the 
only republican to hold a seat 
on the new adm inistration. 
C harles R. Berry , city 
clerk, 
is the only other republican city 
official, 
who succeeds him self, 
and who was 
unopposed. Earl 
Conway , 
dem ocratic 
treasurer, 
also succeeds him self, and was 
w ithout an opponent on the re­ 
publican ticket. 
M ay or-elect T rabue carried ev ­ 
ery precinct and piled up a total 
v ote of 1,729 against 1,057 ac­ 
corded to Bebout. 
In the race for councilm en-at- 
large, J. K ennard Allen and Isom 
Stev ens won out ov er the repub­

opponents, 
H arry 
Lucas 
and Conwell Sm ith. 
Stev ens polled 1,49 5 v otes, Al­ 


len 1,289 , Sm ith 1.282 and Lucas 
1,271. 
L uther Coiestock, the only re ­ 
publican nam ed for a seat on the 
city council, won in the first 
w ard ov er M orris M. W inship. 
Coiestock receiv ed 49 5 v otes and 
W inship 378.

windshields. 
So thick ly covered are the wind-shields and 
windows on many cars these days, that they 
offer not only a poor picture to others, but an 
element of danger to those within the cars. 
No driver can judge distance with his wind­ 
shield covered with thick dirt. No driver can see 
well enough for safe progress, with mud con­ 
stantly before his eyes. 
No driver should be pei- 


FEWER LAWS NEEDED. 


Many of the states and perhaps all of them, 
haVe enacted many laws which the average per­ 
son violates without k nowing it and to enforce 
which practically nothing is done. How are we 
going to create a law-abiding country, if we pass 
laws, and then forget all about them? 
Formerly people had the idea that if any 
thing was going on in the community that they 
did not lik e, the whole problem was solved if 
they got a law passed against such offenses. But 
there is no magic authority in laws so that 
they enforce themselves. 
Indeed it often work s in the opposite direc­ 
tion and some people think it is smart to show 
their contempt for authority by break ing the 
laws. It, of course, tak es a good deal of regula­ 
tion to mak e the modern world respect individ­ 
ual rights, but if there is no power behind a 
law work ing to mak e it a success, it won t affect 
conduct much. 
It would be a useful thing in eveiy state leg­ 
islature to have one committee work ing con­ 
stantly for the repeal of laws that have become 
obsolete and have ceased to represent the senti­ 
ment and customs of the community. 
The parents who order their children to do 
thus and so and fail to insist on obedience, soon 
find that the youngsters run the whole house­ 
hold. 
The state that passes laws and forgets to 
enforce them provides a k ind of go-as-you- 
please community to live in. 
Of course when 
wrong doing affects people’s lives seriously, they 
become indignant and insist on enforcement. 
The machinery of the law moves and the law­ 
break ers 
discover that the state 
can not be 
trifled with. 
A simplified code of law is easier 
to enforce because the public and police forces 
can k eep its provisions more clearly in mind and 
violations become more conspicuous and attract 
more complaint and protest.

'The 
great red star Antares hi the 
Scorpion is several hundred mil- 
lion miles in diameter.

No driver can see 
well enough for safe progress, with mud con- 
stantly before his eyes. No driver should be per- 


mitted to venture* out before he washes this mud 
off. 


If we don't care about appearance, at least 


we should consider our safety and that of others. 
Those who neglect this are reckless drivers 'and 
should be treated as such. It is perfectly within 
reasorf, on this (ground, for a traffic officer to 
arrest such a neglectful motorist or at least make 
him clean his windshield. 


FEWER LAWS NEEDED. 


Many of the states and perhaps all of them, 


have enacted many laws which the average per- 
son violates without knowing it and to enforce 
which practically nothing is done. How are we 
going to create a law-abiding country, if we pass 
laws, and then forget all about them? 


Formerly people had the idea that if any 


thing was going on in the community that the; 
did not like, the whole problem was solved 1 
they got a law passed against such offenses. Bu 
there is no magic authority in laws so tha 
they enforce themselves. 


Indeed it often works in the opposite direc 


tion and some people think it is smart to show 
their contempt for authority by breaking the 
laws. It, of vcourse, takes a good deal of regula 
tion to make the modern world respect individ 
ual rights, but if there is no power behind i 
law working to make it a success, it won't affeci 
conduct much. 


It would be a useful thing hi every state leg- 


islature, to have one committee working con- 
stantly for the repeal of laws that have become 
obsolete and have ceased to represent the senti- 
ment and customs of the community,. 


The parents who order their children to do 


thus and so and fail to insist on obedience, soor 
find that the youngsters run the whole house- 
hold. The state that passes laws and forgets to 
enforce them provides a .kind of go-as-you- 
please community to live in. 
Of course when 


wrong doing affects people's^ lives seriously, they 
become indignant and insist on enforcement 
The machinery of the law moves and the law- 
breakers discover that the state can not be 
trifled with. A simplified code of law is easier 
to enforce because the public and police forces 
can keep its provisions more clearly in mind and 
violations become more conspicuous and attract 
more complaint and protest.

Sandwiches have come to play 


quite an important part in re- 
freshments served at social gath- 
erings. At card parties and teas, 
wedding receptions and buffet 
luncheons the sandwich is an in- 
dispensable part of "the collation. 


They are the most convenient 


way to serve certain good things 
to eat. At a crowded recetpion 
you do not want to bother with 
forks or more plates than are 
necessary. You cannot possibly 
bother with a knife to butter 
your bread. So your bread is but- 
tered beforehand, and, between 
two slices, sliced or potted meat, 
jelly, cheese, nuts or other dain- 
ties that could not toe so con- 
viently served in any other form 
as placed. 


The sandwich to be served at 


a reception or other social gath- 
ering should be fairly dry and 
free from stickiness. Avoid fill- 
ings that drop or run at the 
edges. The reception sandwich 
is usually made small in size. It 
always should be. You may sim- 
ply., cut the sandwich slice in half 
lengthwise or diagonally, or you 
may cut it in small squares or 
in fancy shapes. 


Make them thin enough to be 


eaten easily, but not so thin 
that they fall apart or are diffi- 
cult to handle.
